Referring to your letter of 21 March 1940, the statement 
that “Tbs USSR is reported to be negotiating with a Dutch firm 
for the purchase of $2$ million worth of industrial stares", 
appearing in IM-82 (Supplement), dated 10 February 1943, loos 
not constitute a confirmation of the information reported to 
CIA by you at a previous date. 

IM-82 (Supplement) represented indications of vary lag 
reliability which together tended to show that the 33® was 
making concerted efforts to procure strategic materials. The 
specific transaction to which you referred me mentioned only 
as having been reported (State Paris incasing 380S dated 
11 January eisneJlfexHaan). 

I regret that the timing of these various reports together 
with the delay in their receipt by you has been confusing. 

Your Interest in our reports is much appreciated, and 1 
hope you will let us have the benefit of your observations.
